.  The  Kiosk  was  designed  to  provide  newsstand  services  to  the  occupants  of  the 
Federal  Reserve  Banlc  Sales  proceeds  were  used  to  support  the  Massachusetts 
Commission  for  the  Blind,  the  non-profit  organization  in  charge  of  the  vending 
operation. 

The  Kiosk,  while  functional,  also  existed  as  a  major  piece  of  sculpture.  An 
important  design  criterion  was  to  relate  the  piece  not  only  to  the  space  rtself.  but 
to  the  building's  waterfront  location.  The  Kiosk  was  designed  as  reminiscent  of 
a  sleek  yacht  -  by  virtue  of  its  configuration  and  the  nature  of  materials  used.

The  backdrop  of  the  newsstand  was  clad  in  a  silvery  laminated  material, 
resonating  the  shiny  aluminum  used  to  cover  the  building's  exterior.  A  strip  of 
neon  floated  across  its  face,  creating  a  soft  glow  of  color.  Ughting  also  came 
in  the  form  of  concealed  fixtures  at  the  newsstand  counter.  When  the  Kiosk  was 
closed,  a  glow  emanated  from  within,  the  sight  of  which  was  clearly  visible 
through  the  glass  facade  of  the  building  to  passersby.
